Little Relief Is Promised. 

Washington, June 8.—The maximum 
temperature Wednesday was 97, a de- 
gree hotter than Tuesday. The city suf- 
fered intensely with the heat, but the 
absence of casualties is considered re- 
markable. The general situation has 
improved on the North Atlantic coast. 
There was a drop of 32 degrees in 24 
hoursat Boston, and New York Wednes- 
day night was reported six degrees 
cooler than Tuesday.

Only a few weeks more and the Uni- 
versity will close its doors, and the 
summer vacation will be upon us. Then 

the drag, known as the ‘‘summer dull- 
ness,” will begin down town. 


All friends of the University are con- 
gratulating themselves that Governor 
Pingree has signed the one-fourth of a 
mill University tax bill. They now feel 
that all is well and that they can enjoy 
the vacation. 


The bill to pay volunteer soldiers 48 
cents a day extra compensation was 
‘killed in the house yesterday by a vote 
of 61 to 41. The bill required 67, or a 
two-thirds vote, to pass it. The large 
amount of appropriations already made 
no doubt accounts for the defeat of the 
measure. 


According to Lansing dispatches, 
railroad tmxation seems as far from: a 
settlement as it ever did, at least so 
far as the senate is concerned. When 
the senate committee on taxation holds 
a session over the Flieischhauer bill to 
increase the railroad taxes about a half 
a million, the result is always a quarrel 
between the members. 


Attorney-General Monnett, of Ohio, 
is the greatest enemy of the trusts. 
He feels that the platform of the Re- 
publican convention of that state is a 
vindication of his policy. The attor- 
ney-general will now institute a suit 
in clevel and against the brewery trust. 
He wants damages at the rate of $50 
a day under the law. The sugar trust 
has received warning from the attor- 
ney-general. The tobacco and steel 
trusts will next receive the attorney- 
general’s attention. 


The Michigan senate has passed at 
least one of the tax bills that the house 
sent over to it last week—the Fleisch- 
hauer bill to tax express, telephone and 
telegraph companies. It was the spe- 

— cial order, and occasioned a long de- 
bate, but it came out with only one cut 
in the raites, that on express com- 
panies being lowered from 5 per cent 
to 3, per cent. The bill was finally 
amended so as to tax express, telegraph 
and telephone companies all 3 per cent 
on their gross earnings and passed.

WHY PINGREE SIGNED BILL FOR 
THE UNIVERSITY. 


ot s 


HIS MESSAGE IN REGARD TO THE 
APPROPRIATION, 


LANSING, Mich., June 7.—Since Gov. 
Pingree submitted his messaige to the 
legislature, suggesting that the one- 
fourth mill tax bill for the support of 
the University ought to be cut to one- 
fifth of a mill, the friends of the Uni- 
versity had concentrated their efforts 
on the senate to prevent the bill from 
being recalled. Secretary Wade, of the 
University, has ‘been here working in 
the vineyard, and Gov. Pingree prom- 
ised that if the senate declined to re- 
call the bill he would not veto it. The 
question came up in the senate this 
afternoon, and because of the good 
work done a motion to recall the bill 
was voted down with only three dis- 
senting votes. As soon as Gov. Pingree 
heard of it he called for the bill and 
signed it at once, later sending the fol- 
lowing message to the senate: 

To the President of the Senate: I have 
this day alpiproved, signed and deposit- 
ed, in the office of the secretary of state, 
senate bill No. 482, enrollment No. 103, 
being an alct ‘to amend an act to extend 
aid to the University of Michigan. 

On June 1, I addressed a communica- 
tion to you to recall this bill „and 
amend it by fixing the tax at one-fifth 
of a mill, instead of one-fourth of a mill, 
as provided in this bill. I called your 
attention to the fact that such a re- 
duction would occasion a saving to the 
state of $110,400 for the years 1899 and 
1900. My idea was to effect a saving to 
the state, because of the increased bur- 
den of taxes, which the large appropri- 
ations asked for at the hands of the 
legislature would necessitate. The same 
object would be accomplished by so 
amending the bill that the one-fourth 
mill tax should not take effect until a 
year later than proposed by the bill. 

Your body today decided not to recall 
the bill. I understand, therefore, that 
it is your opinion that this bill should 
become a law, even though it should 
result.in an increase in the rate of the 
state tax. 

I feel, therefore: that in asking for 
the recall of this bill, and for a reduc- 
tion in the rate of ithe mill tax, I have 
fully discharged my duty in the prem- 
ises, I do not question the falt that the 
increase in the appropriation is needed 
in order that the University may prop- 
erly perform its functions as a state in- 
stitution. I take this occasion to re- 
peat what I have heretofore said, that 
all of our state institutions need oo 
financial encouragement which they a 
asking, but I am still of the er 
that something should be done either by 
decreasing the appropriations or enact- 
ing laws comipelling property to pay 

taxes, which now escapes taxaition, to 
relieve the property now on the rolls 
from the increase of the state tax.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS WANT 
THE STREET DEDICATED. 


The board of public works held a 
meeting last evening, but the only 
thing of imterest was a ‘wordy alterca- 
tion between T. J. Keech and Robert 
Ogden Wales. . 

Mr. .-Waples is the agitator for the 
Thompson st. court project, and he 
asked permission of ‘the board to cut 
down an elm tree, which is at the en- 
trance of the proposed court, So that a 
driveway could be made there. 

Mr. Keech—‘“‘In order to protect the 
city and protect yourself you ought to 
come in with a plat and have it ap- 
proved by the council.” 

Mr. Waples—‘‘We don’t want it a part 
of the city avenues. We want it to be 
a private street.” 

Mr. Keech—‘‘I don’t care if it runs 
clear through or half way through, it 
should be opened in such a manner 
that the authorities should have a right 
to go in there and prohibit boys playing 
ball, if it is necessary.” | 

Mr. Waples—‘‘Has Cornwell 
ever been dedicated to the city?” 

Mr. Keech—‘‘That is just what I have 
in mind. I am sure I will never vote 
to open any more private streets. You 
will want to be lighted and have all 
the benefits, and then you want to shut 
the city out. The city should have con- 
trol of the streets and sidewalks.” 

Mr. Keech said the matter could be 
decided at the present meeting. “ʻI 
don’t believe in these side shows.” 

“We have paid for tthe white ele- 
phant and I think we ought to have the 
benefits of the show,” replied Mr. Wa- 
ples. 

“Tt looks to me like a private yard, 
and I for one do not. propose ‘to let you 
remove that tree to get out of your 
yard,” said Mr. Keech. Mr. Waples 
said he would see what the property 
owners preferred to do about jogging 
around the tree or narrowing down the 
street, and the matter was. dropped 
without anything definite being done. 
The board seemed determined, however. 

As to the Fairview cemetery fence, 
the matter was left to President M’cIn- 
tyre, Ald. Goose and the chairman of 
the park committee. 

As to the common councils report to 
do the work on Fourth, Fifth and 
Washtenaw aves. and Eighth st. cul- 
vert, the board authorized the work to 
be done. It will be remembered that 
the council made a proviso that the 
work on Washtenaw ave. be done first. 

Street Commissioner Ross said it 
wouldn’t take much work to fix up 
Washtenaw ave., “Only knocking down 
a few bumps,” he said. 

‘Tm glad of it, said Mr. Keech, but 
he looked incredulous. 

The board then authorized the street 
commissioner to turnpike Pontiac st.

ness,” will begin down town. 


All friends of the University are con- 
gratulating themselves that Governor 


Pingree has signed the one-fourth of a 


mill University tax ‘bill. They now feel 
that all is well and that they can enjoy 
the vacation. 


The bill to pay volunteer soldiers 48 
cents a day extra compensation was 


‘killed in the house yesterday by a vote 


of 61 to 41. The bill required 67, or a 
two-thirds vote, to pass it. The large 
amount of appropriations already made 
no doubt accounts for the defeat of the 
measure. 


According to Lansing dispatches, 
railroad taxation seems as far from a 
settlement as it ever ‘did, at least so 
far as the senate is concerned. When 
the senate committee on taxation holds 
a session over the Fleischhauer bill to 
increase the railroad taxes about a half 
a million, the result ïs always a quarrel 
between the members. 


Attorney-General Monnett, of Ohio, 
is the greatest enemy of the trusts. 
He feels that the platform of the Re- 
publican convention of that state is a 
vindication of his policy. The attor- 
ney-general will now institute a suit 
in clevel and against the brewery trust. 
He wants damages at the rate of $50 
a day under the law. The sugar trust 
has received warning from the attor- 
ney-general. The tobacco and steel 
trusts will next receive the attorney- 
general’s attention. 


The Michigan senate has passed at 
least. one of the tax bills that the house 
sent over to it last week—the Fleisch- 
hauer bill to tax express, telephone and 
telegraph companies. It was the spe- 


— cial order, and occasioned a long de- 


bate, but it came out with only one cut 
in the rates, that on express com- 
panies being lowered from 5 per cent 
to 3 per cent. The bill was finally 
amended so as to tax express, telegraph 
and telephone companies all 3 per cent 
on their gross earnings and passed. 


THE $, M. GO. WILL LAY 
OFF SOME OF THE MEN, 


There is all kinds of talk among the 
emiployees of the Sanitary Milk Co.,

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work done a motion to recall the bill 
was voted down with only three dis- 
senting votes. As soon as Gov. Pingree 
heard of it he called for the bill and 
signed it at once, later sending the fol- 
lowing message to the senate: 

To the President of the Senate: I have 
this day approved, signed and deposit- 
ed, in the office of the secretary of state, 
senate bill No. 482, enrollment No. 103, 
being an acet to amend an act to extend 
aid to the University of Michigan. 

On June 1, I addressed a communica- 
tion to you to recall this bill „and 
amend it by fixing the tax at one-fifth 


| of a mill, instead of one-fourth of a mill, 


as provided in this bill. I called your 
attention to the fact that such a re- 
duction would occasion a saving to the 
state of $110,400 for the years 1899 and 
1900. My idea was to effect a saving to 
the state, because of the increased bur- 
den of taxes, which the large appropri- 
ations asked for at the hands of the 
legislature would necessitate. The same 
object would be accomplished by so 
amending the bill that the one-fourth 
mill tax should not take effect until a 
year later than proposed by the bill. 
Your body today decided not to recall 
the bill. I understand, therefore, that 
it is your opinion that this bill should 
become a law, even though it shoild 
result.in an increase in the rate of the 


| state tax. 


I feel, therefore. that in asking for 
the recall of this bill, and for a reduc- 
tion in the rate of the mill tax, I have 
fully discharged my duty in the prem- 
ises, I do not question the faet that the 
increase in the appropriation is needed 
in order that the University may prop- 
erly perform its functions as a state in- 
stitution. I take this occasion to re- 
peat what I have heretofore vaid, that 
all of our state institutions need the 
financial encouragement which they are 
asking, but I am still of the pinion 
that something should be done either by 
decreasing the appropriations or enact- 
ing laws comipelling property to pay 
taxes, which now escapes taxation, to 
relieve the property now on the rolls 
from the increase of the state tax.

AUGUSTIN DALY DEAD. 


The Noted Dramatic Author and 
Manager Passes Away Sud- 
denly in Paris. 


Paris, June 8.—Augustin Daly died 
suddenly Wednesday afternoon. Mr. 
Daly’s death was due to heart failure. 
He arrived here last Saturday and was 
stopping at the Hotel Continental. 


[Thé late Augutin Daly was born in Ply- 
mouth, N. C., July 20, 1838. His education 


| was received partly in Norfolk, Va., andin 
_ the public sctreols of New York city. 


He 
began his literary career as dramatic ed- 
itor of the Sunday Courier, in New York 
city, in 1859, and he continued to discharge 
similar functions on that paper, on the 
New York Times, the Sun, the Mail and 
Express and the Citizen until 1869, when 
he opened the Fifth Avenue theater, on 
Twenty-fourth street. This building was 
destroyed by fire in 1873, and three weeks’ 
later he opened another theater, formerly 
the Globe, in Broadway, under the former 
name, Eanly in August, 1879, he established 


| Daly’s theater, in Broadway, near Thir- 


ago he 
opened in London, England, a thoroughly 
equipped house under the same name. 
For several seasons he managed the 
Grand opera house in New York. His ca- 
reer as a dramatic author began in 1862, 
with an adaptation from the German of 
Mosenthal’s “Devorah,” and since then he 
had produced many original plays—among 
them “Divorce, ‘Pique,’ *‘Horizon,”’’ 
“Under the Gas Light,”

lished about 18 months ago. 

On the Dalton trail, the point has not 
yet been selected and as the pressure 
toward the sea on this westernmost trail 
by the Canadians has been more severe 
than at any other point, very naturally 
great difficulty is experienced in recon- 
ciling, even temporarily, the conflicting 
claims to jurisdiction. 

Claim Indian Town. . 

While Pyramid harbor is not insisted 
upon at this juncture by the Canadians 
as part of the temporary arrangement, 
they are desirous of getting as near 
to tidewater as possible, and their 
claim in this quarter includes the im- 
portant village of Klukwan, a town that 
has long been under the protection of 
the United States and which our gov- 
ernment is indisposed to surrender, 
even temporarily, into Canadian con- 
trol. If this difficulty can be solved, 
and a divisional point located on the 
Dalton trail, there is no doubt that a 
modus will be the outcome. This 
would remove the chances of hostile
